THE MESS AND THE CLOTHES. 


“In the Anglo-Indian army, regimental 
life is poorly developed. 5 
With us the mess, is: the meeting’ place 
for the regimental family circle and serves 
our officers as-a. club, restaurant, Jibrary 
and ballroum; but to.the Englishman his 
mess is inerely an‘ cating-house where, the 
bachelor officers are‘ compelled. to live. 
For lJ other purposes the English officers 
make use of the ‘public station club. Tt 
geems to ma that thin is explained by two 
things, firstly, the fact that the frequent 
changes of station prevent great pains.
